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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 21 , for example, has been amended to further define how to evaluate read instructions. The claim newly 
reads that such evaluating is done by applying operations specified in the read instructions to at least a portion of the packet. Previously, 
evaluating the read instructions did not need to entail applying the operations defined therein to operate on a portion of the packet, but 
could have operated on any data. Further, claims 1,10, and 27 have been amended to state that instructions not selected by the priority 
encoder are discarded. This was previously absent in the claims. Claim 31 had previously given similar language stating that non-select 
instructions were not executed, but these two scopes differ. Not executing a non-selected instruction does not necessarily entail 
discarding the instruction, but it may simply be stalled and thus not discarded. Thus the scope of the claims has changed raising new 
issues that would require furtehr search and/or consideration. 
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
